Fulton Tower No Hangman’s Habitat 


The thing that gives Fulton County’s jail its name is a 
useless architectural frill—an empty, open “tower” on one 
corner of the roof, serving no purpose whatever. The com- 
mon belief that it was once used to house the gallows is 
untrue. 

The steel bolt which held the gallows is directly over an 
examining table in the jail sick bay on the fifth floor. Marks 
where the steps mounted the scaffold are still visible on the 
wall. The last Fulton prisoner sentenced to be hanged was 
Frank Dupree in 1928—and by the time he got through 
appealing his case the electric chair had come into use and 
the gallows had been torn down. He had to wait while 
they rebuilt it so he could be hanged—in, compliance with

City Council Monday will be 
asked to purchase 13 acres South 
of the Southern Railway in the 
Mary Street and East Avenue area 
for development of a modern, new, 
Negro park. 

Ald. Lee Evans, Chairman of 
Council’s Parks Committee, an- 
nounced yesterday that an agree- 
ment has been reached with W. P. 
Ballard, Jr., owner of the tract. 
The park will supplant a proposed 
80-unit Negro low cost housing de- 
velopment planned for this site. 

Cost of the property in the Crog- 
man school area first considered 
was set by an Atlanta Real Estate 
Appraisal Board at $150,000. The 
City had only $80,000 available for 
the purchase. Evans said the Mary 
Street property will cost around 
$56,000 leaving the remainder of 
the money for development of the 
“finest Negro park in this section 
of the country.”

An ECA official. predicted that 
Congress would be asked in Jan- 
uary to approve quickly a new ap- 
propriation for the Foreign Aid 
program to insure continuity and 
prevent disruption in Marshall 
Plan shipments. 

The official asserted that the 
786,000,000 probably could last un- 
til March, 1949,/ but not beyond 
that date. 

The Fgreign Assistance Act 
passed by Congress authorized the 
spending of $5,055,000 between

She could not conceal her horror and 
terror as the British soldiers dragged 
her to the Jersey’s deck, and threw her 
into the dark, rat-infested hold in 
which, it is said, some 12,000 Ameri- 
cans died during the war-—of flogging, 
starvation and neglect. 

An exclamation burst from her lips: 

“No! No! Not there! My baby...”

With an oath, the hatch was slammed down 
—down not alone upon the young expectant 
mother, but upon one of the best-kept secrets in 
American history! 

The atmosphere of the hulk was rank and 
fetid. In the darkness the girl could scarce see 
the suffering men and women about her. She 
must have wondered whether the British had 
guessed who she was—and, if they had, what 
added miseries awaited her. 

But the British had not guessed. She had 
been seized almost casually that November day 
in 1780 with thousands of other New Yorkers 
suspected of sympathy with the American 
cause, in revenge for the death of>the British 
spy, a Maj.

So well was her secret kept that for nearly

Then, a short time ago, Morton Pennypacker, 
East Hampton, L. L, after years of study of 
family records, old letters, wills, tattered ac- 
count books, and other documents, learned about 
her and her secret. 

Mr. Pennypacker’s findings indicated that 
she was one of George Washington’s most bril- 
liant spies. 

There is good reason for believing that she 
was the wife of the famous “Samuel Culper; 
Jr.,” loyal merchant, coffeehouse keeper and 
newspaper writer who remained in New York 
City throughout the British occupation. As 
Washington’s chief spy, Culper Jr. sent invalu- 
able information to the General on British troop 
strength, movements and reinforcements; fleet 
arrivals and departures. 

The girl thrown into the hold of the prison 
ship that day was a rare prize, indeed, for the 
British, if they had known who she was. 

What a story she could have told the British 
commander! 

She might have told of gay balls in fashion- 
able old New York, glittering with the pomp 
of military splendor, and of officers, indiscreet 
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after their wine, who whispered sécrets into the 
ear of a charming, innocent girl. 

Of tete-a-tetes in a quiet coffee-shop, where 
her officer-escorts did not know that the genial, 
friendly host who sometimes sat at their table 
was her husband, the great American spy, 
Culper Jr. * 

She might, by a word, have destroyed, not 
only her husband, but all the others in the net- 


-work of spies he headed. 


But she did not speak. 

Starved and mistreated, she bore her son 
there, with the aid of two kindly Brooklyn 
women, Deborah Franklin and Mrs. Mott, who 
had been permitted to visit the ship. 

Then she died. 

Meanwhile, what of her husband old New 
York—-so near, yet so far and helpless? 


Not until Mr. Pennypacker discovered a clue . 


to his true identity was it known that “Samuel 
Culper, Jr.,” was Robert- Townsend, a young 
man in his late 20s. 

After learning his identity, Morton Penny- 
packer continued to believe for some time that 
he must have been a bachelor. Then, from a liv- 
ing member of the Townsend family, came the 
first clue to Townsend’s probable wife—a clue 
that Pennypacker painstakingly followed up.

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In the Hold of 
the British Prison 
Ship the Brilliant 
Young Spy Bore Her 
Baby and Kept Her 
Secrets to Herself. 


After the wholesale arrests in retaliation for 
Andre’s execution, Townsend was so disconso- 
late it seems very likely that someone dear to 
him was in the prison ship. This is suggested by 
letters written at the time. 

Then, too, there is evidence that he suc- 
ceeded in having a boy baby removed from the 
prison ship, and named him Robert Townsend, 
Jr. Thus, there now seems to be little doubt that 
the mother of the child born on the ship was 
Townsend’s wife. 


The boy never appears to have lived with 
Townsend—but Townsend paid for his school- 
ing, his clothes, and left him the bulk of his 
small estate in his will. 

Robert Townsend, Jr., lived to become a 
member of the New York legislature—and to in- 
spire the gathering of the remains of those who 
died on the prison ship—including, he must 
have been convinced, his mother—and the erec- 
tion of a monument to them, in 1808. 

Sixty-five years later, the remains of the 
martyrs were removed to a tomb in Fort Greene 
Park, in Brooklyn, and on Nov. 14, 1908, a 145- 
foot column was erected. 

Pennypacker had all the essential facts—ex- 
cept one: 

What was the name of the pretty young spy- 
wife? That still remains a mystery.

Warm air can hold more 
moisture than cold air, so 
in the summertime when 
the warm, humid air 
strikes a cold surface some 
of the moisture is given 
up, or condenses in the 
form of water droplets 
which appear on cold water 
pipes and on cool walls. 

There are three ways to 
correct this condition: 

1. Provide cross ventila- 
tion and good circulation 
of air by putting in fans 
and adding windows. 

2. Cover.cold water pipes 
with wool, hair-felt, or as- 
bestos insulation. 

3. Fasten furring. strips 
to cement or brick walls 
with expansion bolts and 
then nail wallboards to the 
strips. This will prevent 
warm air from striking a 
cold surface. 


Water Seepage 


jF A basement gets damp 

only after a rain, it 
means that surface water 
is seeping in. If the base- 
ment is damp all the time, 
indications are that ground 
water, naturally within 
the earth such as that 
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supplying wells, is finding 
its way inside. 

Porous or cracked walls 
or floors in a basement will 
allow either of these two 
types of water to enter. 

The proper corrections 


for all types of leakage 
must pe made both inside 
and outside the basement. 

Terrace the ground 
around the house so that 
surface water will drain 
away from the foundation 
in all directions. 


See that eave spouts con- 


duct water well away from 
the house. 


Repairs 
Inside the basement, 
cracks must be repaired, 


and if this is not sufficient, 
walls and floors should be 
dampproofed. 

To fix cracks, or the 
joint between floor and 
wall, cut a V-shaped groove 
using a cold chisel. Dampen 
the edges and fill with one 
part Portland cement and 
three parts sand mixed. 


Several compounds are 
on the market which can 
be applied to walls and 
floor to keep out moisture. 
Select one of them and 
follow directions on the 
container. 

In extreme cases, where 
pools of ground water col- 
lect in the basement, call 
a contractor and have him 
install a sump pump.

EFORE she met, and married, Larry Snell, 

New York social registerite, life had been a 

golden, exciting adventure for tall, blue- 
eyed Marshall Adams. 

She was young, brilliant, sought after in 
Wasnington’s international society. Her days 
were filled with the demands of the two success- 
ful careers she had built in the nation’s capital. 

At 31, she had her own radio show, with the

home in Georgetown, one of the oldest and most 
exciusive sections of the nation’s capital and 
then she met Larry Snell. 

There was no way, _on that crisp fall day in 
1945, that she could have seen that this meeiing 
would not mean a fuller, happier life. It led. she 
said, to the divorce courts and to a $25-a-month 
basement apartment infested with rats. 

She had not planned to go to the party where 
she first saw Mr. Snell. She was returning from 
a White House tea with two friends and reluc- 
tantly agreed to drop in.at the Wardman Park 
Hotel “just for a minute.”’ 

Larry—-Commander Lawrence W. Snell, re- 
cently mustered out of the Navv—monopolized 
her company. They made a dinner date, and he 
talked about his plans to enter the import-export 
business.in Washington. 

On their second dinner daie he _ proposed, 
and kept on proposing until she said “Yes.” Th 
were married in Reno on March 4, 1946, after 
she divorced her first husband, Jack Pau! Gene- 
semer, Washington architect. 

Larry was no novice at matrimony, either. 
He had mace two previous trips to the altar, 
one with Dorothy Donaldson and the other with 
Katherine Dowling. Both ended in divorce. 

A little more than two years later’ Marshall 
was in the New York Supreme Court asking for 
an annulment, or a separation, m Snell. 

“Althougn, prior to my marriage, my hus- 

nd had been very attentive ard loving.” she 
said in her petition, “almost from the moment 
the ceremony was periormed his attitude toward 
me began to change.’’ 

She charged that he “continually made re- 
marks about how stupid I was,” that he sneered 
at her opinions and criticized her clothes. That 
was particularly hard for a fashion expert to 
bear. 

“Always,” she said, “he acted as though I 
was a social inferior who should be extremely 
proud to have the good fortune of being married 
to a blueblooded social registerite.” 

Marshall told the court that her husband 
spent a lot of time in New. York, much of it 
“with a notorious woman who once upon a time 
had been a iamous motion picture actress.”’ 

A typical New York day for Larry, she said, 
began at 10:30 in the morning at the exclusive 
Racquet and Tennis Club where he drank and 
gambled until evening; then went to the theaire, 
or night clubs, “‘very often with women.” 

“He does not want to work,” she said, “and 
prefers to loaf, have a good time, drink, gamble 
and cavort around the city—because he is at- 
tempting to starve me into accepting a settle- 
ment of $1,000 he_has offered me.”’ 

Marshall told the court that she had given 
up her professional career beforé their son, 
Christopher, who was eight months old last 
July, was born. While Larry played on Park 
Avenue, she said, she was forced to sell every 
thing she owned to make ends meet. Her house 
boats, the yacht, and her Georgetown home all 
went, she said, as well as her jewels and furs. 

Larry, answering her petition, told a differ- 
ent story. He kept his Washington office until 
January, 1947, when, he said, “my wife ordered 
me out of her home in which we were living.”

RS. X looked yery pretty as she dressed 
M for the party. Her mother-in-law hov- 

ered about her, telling her what to wear 
and giving her other bits of advice which she 
took with a series of patient ‘Yes, Mothers.” 

Then suddenly Mrs. X began to have a ring- 
ing in her ears, flashes of light before her eyes, 
and waves of dizziness. She knew that another 
attack of migraine was developing. Soon she 
had a violent headache, nausea, all the symp- 
toms which had made her life miserable for six 
years. Migraine had plagued her, in her early 
20s, almost from the day she had married. 

A doctor had given her a drug, Ergotamine 
Tartrate, for the relief of these attacks. On this 
occasion, too, she put some tablets of the drug 
into her mouth, But her evening was spoiled. 

Her headaches began to recur once a week, 
sometimes oftener. It was in a desperate condi- 
tion that she went to three New York physicians, 
Drs. Charles Brenner, Arnold P. Friedman and 
Sidney Carter, of the Columbia University Col- 
lege of Physicians and Surgeons, and of the 
Montefiore Hospital staff. 

These doctors, specialists in nervous and men- 
tal ailments, found that the patient was intensely 
resentful of her mother-in-law, and had sup- 
pressed all expression of this resentment. 

As the physicians brought the hidden emo-

tional trouble to light, Mrs. X began to change 
her thinking and behavior. She got away from 
her mother-in-law as much as possible. Her 
headaches decreased in frequency and severity. 

Another woman had migtaine for 16 years. 
The attacks were brought on by her conscious, 
and unconscious, anger towards her husband. 
She improved when she learned how to curb her 
emotional reaction to him, 

A 50-year-old widow suffered from frequent 
spells of agonizing headache. She confessed to 
the doctors that she had something “horrid” in 
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her mind. It proved to be “bad thoughts” about 
her dead mother; she had a feeling of guilt that 
she was being disloyal to her mother’s memory. 

In hundreds of cases Dr. Brenner and his 
associates found that deliberately suppressed or 
unconscious feelings of resentment and anger 
were the.cause of periodic or frequent head- 
aches. Some patients had feelings of guilt, and 
their illness was a form of self-inflicted punish- 
ment. There are, of course, patients whose men- 
tal illness is more serious, and whose headaches 
are signs of deep mental disorder. 

The key to successful treatment in ‘most of 
these cases is to win the complete confidence of 
the patient, and to convince him that he has 
no infection or disease. 

An emotional bond is established between the 
physician and the patient, as if the doctor were 
a benevolent father. The physician attempts 
to remove the cause of the headaches by talks 
designed to lessen the patient’s emotional tension. 

At the New York Hospital, and Cornell Medi- 
cal College, Dr. Robert M. Marcussen and Dr. 
Harold G. Wolff have studied and treated several 
hundred victims of chronic headache, especially 
migfaine. They have come tothe conclusion 
that, in migraine, the doctor’s real job is to 
change the personality of the patient. 

The migraine sufferers were helped remark- 
ably when their mental twists were straightened 
out and when they were treated with the drug, 


Anger, Resentment, Ambi- 
tion and “Guilty Feelings” 
May Result in Miserable,

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Iergotamine Tartrate, or a similar chemical 
known as DHE (Di-hydro-ergotamine). 

Sodium Amytal is sometimes given with the 
Ergotamine preparation and, in some cases, the 
patients also inhaled carbon dioxide gas—the 
gas which everyone exhales from his lungs. 

A mixture of 10 per cent carbon dioxide and 
90 per cent oxygen is inhaled by the patient 
through a face mask. The gas is inhaled for 
three periods of four minutes each, with five- 
minute intervals between. 

The physicians are of the opinion that mi- 
graine begins with a narrowing of the blood ves- 
sels in the head, which reduces the normal sup- 
ply of blood and oxygen. To overcome this con- 
striction the blood vessels dilate, but fhey stretch 
too far and the result is a severe headache. 

The doctors believe that this alternate nar- 
rowing and widening of the blood vessels is 
caused by the patient's upset emotions. The 
headache, they think, is the physical result of 
emotional excitement. 

When Ergotamine is given the patient, in pill 
form, or injected in his muscles and when he in- 
hales carbon dioxide gas, the constricted blood 
vessels are expanded-—but not too far. The pa- 
tient is spared a violent migraine attack. 

Dr. Bayard T. Horton and Dr. Dorothy Macy, 
Jr., of the Mayo Clinic treated 144 migraine pa- 
tients with a drug (a tissue chemical) called 
Histamine between 1937 and 1945. The drug 
was injected under the skin, and 60 per cent of 
the sufferers were markedly relieved. Histamine 
plays an important part in the narrowing and 
the widening of the blood vessels of the head. 

This common and painful malady has baffled 
doctors for a long time, but they seem to be on 
the right track with a treatmént that combines 
chemicals, gas and psychiatry.

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It cites hundreds of specific cases in which 
men and women paid for eye glasses, and parents 
paid for children’s eye glasses, supposedly think- 
ing that their money was left legitimately in the 
tills of offices which fitted them on prescription. 
These hundreds, it is contendéd, are typical of 
hundreds of thousands. 


HERE are a few, the government making the 
allegations: 

In Valias, Tex., a patient paid $26 for his 
glasses. The dispenser kept $13.25 for the 
prescription price plus “fitting fee.” He kicked 
back $12.75 to the eye doctor who wrote the 
prescr.ption. 

In Chicago, a patient paid $13. The dis- 
penser kept $5.95. He kicked back $7.05 to the 
eye doctor. 

In Oklahoma City, Okla., a patient paid $26. 
Of that, the dispenser kept $12.30 and sent 
$13.70 to the eye doctor. 

In Madison, Wis., a patient’s charge for 
glasses was $17, the dispenser’s share was $8.05. 
The eye doctor got $8.95. 

In Minneapolis, a patient paid $27, the dis- 
penser kept $13.50, the doctor got $13.50. 

In Denver, Colo., a patient paid $17.34, the 
dispenser kept $8.90 and sent on $8.44 to the 
eye doctor. 

In the 160 examples of rebates paid to eye 
doctors by branches or representatives of the 
big companies, or affiliates, cited by the govern- 
ment, there are variations on this theme. Not 
every one paid between $17 and $27 for glasses. 
Some, apparently, merely got lenses, or frames, 
or repairs. 

Lower bracket victims, the government says, 
made in a few cases these payments: 

In Chicago, a patient paid to the dispenser 


of glasses and other optical goods a total of 
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$4.50. The dispenser kept $2.10. He sent $2.40 
to the eye doctor whose prescription he filled. 

Another patient, in Chicago, paid $1. The 
dispenser, apt at his books, pocketed 50 cents 
and forwarded 50 cents to the eye doctor. 

A Minneapolis patient paid $4. The dispenser 
kept $1.85. The eye doctor got $2.15. 

Once in a while, it is charged, the price runs 
high, well above the average. The government 
makes these allegations: 

An Oklahoma City patient paid $29. It was 
$14.30 for the office which sold him his glasses; 
$14.70 kicked back by that office to the eye doc- 
tor who wrote the prescription. 

A Chicago patient paid $25.85. That was 
$11.75 for the office dispenser; $14.10 for the 
eye doctor. 


HESE, the government charges, are “repre- 

sentative transactions involving sale of spec- 
tacles and parts by a defendant (or defendant 
affiliate) to patients of defendant doctors.” 

The government obtained the alleged kick- 
back figures and the eye doctors’ names from 
the manufacturers themselves. On a court order, 
the companies handed over their records. 

The chief blame is not put on the eye doc- 
Ot They are not accused of thinking up this 
alleged scheme. It is charged that the manu- 
facturing companies took them by the hand. 

These great companies—-the defendant com- 
-anles—-are the American Optical Company and 
he Bausch & Lomb Optical Company. 
American Optical controls 45 per cent of all 
optical goods manufactured in the United States. 
Bausch & Lomb Optical controls 24 per cent. 
These are figures arrived at by. the government 
in an earlier action against the manufacturer. 

These companies, therefore, dominate the 
field of optical goods manufacturing. Their 
hoard room decisions, the government will try 
to prove, fix the prices—-far too high—-of the 
tlasses you buy on prescription from any one 
f their retail offices, or the retail offices of 
their affiliatas, from the west edge of the East 
to the Pacific. 

One of the companies’ problems has been 

keep peace between the eye doctors and a 
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widespread group of eye giass dealers known 
as optometrists. The effort to solve that prob- 
lem, the government charges, has brought about 
the rebate practice. 

The eye doctors, it must be understood, do 
not sell glasses; they merely write prescriptions 
which are filled by opticians, who are, in the 
cases under consideration, retail dealers or 
branches of the manufacturers. 

The optometrists are not licensed to treat 
your eyes in any way. But they are licensed 
to make the ophthalmic refractions by which 
they can determine, if they are competent, what 
kind of lenses you should have. They do most of 
the business of selling eye glasses to the public 
throughout the country. Their sales, the gov- 
ernment estimates, are 75 per cent of all sales 
made in the United States. 


ES aced buy their optical goods, if they do busi- 
ness in most parts. of the country, largely 
from the two big manufacturing companies. 

Usually they explain to patients that they 
make no charge for examination of eyes and 
charge a flat price for the glasses. 

Since they are the biggest customers of the 
manufacturing companies, those companies, the 
government charges, have sought to keep their 
good will. They have done it, it is alleged, by 
a conspiracy which has kept the price of glasses 
just as high if bought on pfescription trom a 
company branch as if bought without prescrip- 
tion from an optometrist. 

“The defendant (American Optical) has 
sought to maintain the good will of optometrists 
and retail opticians who are its customers by 
entering into agreements with defendant doc- 
tors,’ the complaint says, The agreemenis, the 
complaint adds, were “to maintain the consumer

price of spectacles and part thereof, sold by 
defendant American to patients and defendant 
doctors, at levels at least as high as the pre- 
vailing local level of consumer prices charged 
by optometrists and retail opticians for ‘spec- 
tacles and parts thereof of equivalent quality.” 

The agreements, says the complaint, also 
were “to conceal from consumer purchasers the 
fact that consumer prices for spectacles and 
parts thereof are fixed at levels high enough 
to enable defendant American, as vendor, to give 
defendant doctors rebates of approximately one- 
half the consumer price paid by their patients,” 

Even in the East, which is relatively free 
of the kickback because the big manufacturers 
do not have branches there, you usually find 
the retail cost of filling your prescription is 
about the same as elsewhere. Many opticians 
apparently, and legally, charge about as much 
as the manufacturers’ branch office farther west, 
where half the price often is rebated, the gov- 
ernment says, to the prescribing eye doctors. 


T= eye doctors, themselves, are not all in 
favor of the plan. Some have rebelled 
against the rebate plan, and since the suits 
were filed 92 have presented an agreement in 
Federal Court in Chicago, declaring they would 
refrain from accepting rebates from manufactur- 
ing companies. Still, about 3,100 in the two big 
cases, Lae government says, have taken their cut. 

If the government wins its first case—Bausch 
& Lomb Optical and affiliates are the first de- 
fendants scheduled for trial—it hepes even- 
tually to bring the price of glasses down mate- 
rially not only in the alleged monopoly territory 
but in the East, too. (Meanwhile, in Southern 
California, after a layman’s agitation,.and pres- 
sure by the Better Business Bureau, rebates 
have been abandoned.) 

In formal answers to the government, the 
cefendant companies concede the widespread 
existence of the rebate plan and declare it to be 
a “trade custom.” 

American Optical claims that these trans- 
actions are really “wholesale dispensing”; that 


it has been acting for the eye doctor and has 
been substituting itself for him in dispensing 
spectacles—paying him the kickback (credit, 
ads politer) monthly. 


AUSCH & LOMB take a slightly different 

attitude. Eye doctors have signed agreements, 
it says, designating its affiliates as their 
“agents.”” The company asserts that when pa- 
tients have bought from one of its offices, or 
affiliates’ offices, they have been in reality deal- 
ing with their eve doctor’s agent. When the 
“agent” filled a prescription, the company says, 
it acied for the doctor, and the doctor therefore 
received a “credit” or “rebate.” 

No matter what it is called, the government 
contends, it is a kickback. 

Since the two big cases were begun, the gov- 
ernment has followed up with four more suits 
against smaller companies and doctors accused 
of rebates.’ These complaints allege that the 
four companies paid out about i,222,000 in 
reba‘es in a single year (1946). 

Twenty-three doctors named defendants indi- 
vidually and as representative of the classes 
charged in complaints received $198,000 in re- 
bates, the government Says, in a single year. 

The American Medical Association has de- 
nounced rebates. Now the government would 
outlaw them. All of its cases have been brought 
ai the direction of Attorney General Clark, with 
the preparatory work done by the Department 
of Justice and the immediate issues in charge 
of Melville C. Williams and Willis L. Hotchkiss, 
special assistants to the Attorney General, !n 
Chicago. 

If the government wins, the people win. If 
the people win, they will thereafter begin to 
buy eye glasses at prices materially lower than 
they have paid in the past.

line has the right to know whether he 
has a wife or a lawsuit on his hands.” 

With this common-sense statement Justice 
Robert H. Jackson of the United States Supreme 
Court recently re-emphasized his conviction that 
something drastic needs to be done about the 
existing confusion in divorce laws. 

“If there is one thing that the people are 
entitled to expect from their lawmakers,” he 
maintained, “it is rules of law that will enable 
individuals to tell whether they are married and, 
if so, to whom.” 

The many men and women throughout the 
United States, who have found themselves in 
serious marital dilemmas’ because there are 49 
different and conflicting divorce and marriage 
codes undoubtedly would have applauded had 
they been present when the Justice spoke. 

For example, there was the bewildering situ- 
ation of “Lippy” Leo Durocher, of the New York 
Giants, and his wife, Laraine Day, who were 
threatened with bigamy charges when they mar- 
ried in Texas the day after the actress obtained 
a restricted divorce in California. 

In another confusing instance Irene Hoppel 
Muehlstein, of New York, sued for separation 
from her husband, Julius, then, when he filed 
a counter suit, went to Reno and got a divorce. 
Dissatisfied with the financial settlement under 
the Nevada decree she later appeared before 
the New York Supreme Court asking that the 
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Reno divorce be declared void and her old 
separation suit be restored to the calendar. Her 
plea was denied and the Reno divorce upheld. 

“The uncertainties that result (from con- 


‘flicting statutes) are not merely technical, nor 


are they trivial,” Justice Jackson contended. 
“They affect fundamental rights and relations 
such as the lawfulness of two persons living 
together, their children’s legitimacy, their title 
to property, and even whether they are law- 
abiding persons or criminals.” 

Justice Jackson strongly favored recognition 
by all states of divorces legally granted in any 
one state, provided they were not obtained by 
“service by publication.”” (The defendant is not 
informed directly of the proceedings but that 
the notice merely is published.) 

That the arguments didn’t fall on deaf ears is 
suggested by recent majority Supreme Court de- 
cisions holding that Nevada and Florida divorces 
—and by implication divorces of any other state 
—must be recognized by all states so long as 
both principals are represented at the hearing 
of the petition, or sign waivers. 

In one of these cases, Margaret E. Sherrer 
of Monterey, Mass., had obtained a Florida 
divorce from Edward C. Sherrer. Both husband 
and wife were present at the Florida hearings 
and there was an agreement granting major 
custody of their two children to the husband. 

Two giays after the decree was granted Mar- 
garet remarried. When she and her new hus- 
band returned to the littl town where the 
Sherrers formerly had lived, Edward Sherrer

was so annoyed that he petitioned fhe courts to 
have the Florida divorce upset and to obtain 
year round custody of his children. The Massa- ~ 
chusetts courts held the Florida divorce invalid. 

Martin V. B. Coe of Worcester, Mass., who 
had been paying his wife, Katherine, $35 a week 
under a separation agreement, found himself 
Similarly in trouble when, after-a Reno divorce 
obtained by his wife, he remarried and returned 
to his’ home town. He had stopped making 
the weekly payments and Katherine asked to 
have him adjudged in contempt of court. The 
courts eventually held the Nevada decree void 
and ordered the separation payments continue. 

The United States Supreme Court, however, 
reversed the Massachuseetts ruling on both of 
these cases and held that, under the full faith 
and credit clause of the Constitution, Massa- 
chusetts has the rignt to its own divorce policy 
but not the right to allow its courts to pass 
judgment on acts of other states’ courts. 

This decision disregarded, in part, the fa- 
mous precedent set in-the case of O. B. Williams 
versus the State of North Carolina. 

Williams, a storekeeper, fell in love with Mrs. 
Lillie Shaver Hendrix, a neighbor. The couple 
got Reno divorces from their respective spouses, 
neither of whom contested the actions. 

Returning to North Carolina as husband and 
wife they were arrested and convicged of what 
is known under North Carolina law as bigamous 
cohabitation. The judge ruled that, although 
both had met all the requirements of Nevada's 
divorce laws, they had not established bona fide 
residences in Nevada and still were subject to the 
laws of North Carolina. 

When Williams carried:the case to the U.S. 
Supreme Court, it ruled against him and, in 
efect, ‘said that each state could determine 
whether it would accept or reject the divorce 
procedures of another state. 

The present rulings upholding “quickie” di- 
vorces are not a complete reversal-of the Wil- 
liams decision, however, for they include only 
cases where both parties were represented. 

Two other decisions involved two husbands 
whose wives had obtained legal separations in 
New York, and support money of $180 a month 
and $60 a week. The men later got Reno divorces 
and each stopped his alimony payments. 

The majority ruling of the U. S. Supreme 
Court ordered the ex-husbands to keep on pay- 
ing. Justice Jackson dissented.

Mrs. Marie Heismann 
of Pottstown, Pa., warns 
that’ “unfair punishment 


makes the child hate you.” 

Lawrence Boyd, of Los 
Angeles, believes a cooling- 
off period between offense 
and spanking is a good 
idea in order “te give the 
teener a chance to think 
over the misdeed. Mrs. C. 
Rouche of Burbank, Calif., 
however, says, “Punish im- 
mediately after the offense 
lest you forget.” 

Very few offenses 
should call for a spanking, 
says Mrs. Frances Wright- 
stone of Cheyenne, Wyo. 
She believes a couple of 
spankings a year would 
keep most teeners in line, 
and she’s against slapping 
or cuffing at any time:

A record is 
kept and punishment is 
handed out Saturday night. 

Mrs. Edith Sohl of Fern- 
dale, Mich., chalks up one 
to three spanks for each 
annoyance, 

Mrs. Annabelle Brown, 
of Paramus, N. J., says 
the spanking itself is not 
so important. “The real 
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punishment,” she _ writes, 


“lies in the preparation for:

Two years before she had quietly entered 
and won the annual contest. for Queen of the 
Bowery at the Follies. 

It was largely because of her singing voice, 
still sweet, and her pleasing manner. She sang 
the old-time numbers with a clear dignity, and 
the tourists and the up-towners who packed the 
night club were lavish with their applause. 

Anna Palmer was born in Florida, daughter 
of James Palmer. Her father had once been a 
partner of the fabulous prospector, H. A. W. 
Tabor, who struck it rich, amassed millions, and 
became U. S. Senator from Colorado. Palmer 
had quit too soon, and all he left his daughter 
was his name. 

Somehow Tabor, who spent hundreds of thou- 
sands on opera houses, heard about his ex-part- 
ner’s.daughter and financed her musical educa- 
tion. She studied several seasons in Europe. 

She sang in the chorus of the Metropolitan 
Opera in New York, and then met Maggie Cline, 
the Ethel Merman of her day. Maggie, who had 
sung her way to a fortune, talked Anna into 
turning to popular songs. 

Anna introduced the song, “I’m Wearing My 
Heart On My Sleeve,’’ and became an overnight 
sensation. She made a happy marriage to a 
vaudevillian named Jurgenson. Anna was charm- 
ing and sweet as a singer, devoted as a wife, and 
deliriously happy as a person. 
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Then her husband committed suicide. 

It was blow No. 1 to Anna Palmer. She left 
New York, and sang engagements in towns all 
over the country. She was in the Iroquois Thea- 
tre fire of 1903 in Chicago but escaped. 

During the drab years when she was per- 
forming at one-night stands from coast to coast 
there were.a few bright interludes—-such as the 
time she sang for President Theodore Roosevelt 
in the White House, and the occasion when he 
later surprised her by making a sudden visit to 
the hotel in his home town of Oyster Bay, N. Y., 
where she was singing. 

When she married again, she chose a man 
far removed from the entertainment world. Cap- 
tain Fred Wilson was a sea. captain. 

Again Anna Palmer found happiness, this 
time as Mrs. Wilson. She traveled with her hus- 
band on occasion, seeing some of the world she 
had known as a girl, and gave up, temporarily 
at least, her singing career. Then .tragedy struck 
again. 

A friend died in childbirth, and, sometime in 
her thirties, Mrs. Wilson adopted the child. She 
lavished love and attention on the little boy, but 
it was obvious, while he was still a boy, that her 
adopted child was doomed to life as a hopeless 
invalid. 

She refused to have him placed in any kind 
of an institution. She took care of him, even 


after Captain Wilson died, even after she was 
dispossessed of her house in Brooklyn and her 
belongings thrown out into the street. 

The invalid lived on for nearly 30 years, but 
when he died, Mrs. Wilson grieved bitterly. 

Finally, after having lived on relief for many 
years, and freed from her servitude to her adop- 
ted child, Anna Palmer felt a resurgence of her 
old trouping blood. She read of the contest to be 
held at the.Bowery Follies. She and her oldest 
friend, Mrs. Celia Hertgen, talked it over. 

“I’m alone, I’m lonesome, and I’m lonely,” 
Anna Palmer said. “Why shouldn’t I try it?” 

Mrs. Hertgen saw that she wanted encour- 
agement, and gave it to her. Thus, dressed in an 
evening gown that was a relic of brighter days, 
and wearing the diamond rings she had _hgid on 
to through the leanest of the years, the quiet 
little woman invaded the Bowery. After she 
won, and after she got the job singing there 
nightly, life began again for Anna Palmer. 
~ After a year, she was advised to quit because 
of a heart condition.

“The Prophet of Yahweh,” 
Showa Comforting His 
Weeping Wife After Their 
Acquittal; Later,’ When 
Their Marriage Went Sour, 
He Went to Jail for Steal- 
ing Her Auto:

HER”: was much wailing and 
T gnasning of teeth recently when 

Joe Jeffers, “Prophet of Yah- 
weh,” was taken from his luxurious 
“temple” in Hollywood’s swank 
Laurel Canyon to a federal prison as 
a parole violator. 

In fact, the two deputy marshals 
who came to arrest Jeffers in his 
$65,000 mansion were forced to 
listen for two haurs to the frenzied 
protestations of the cult leader's 
women disciples before they could 
take him into custody. For Joe 
Jeffers had promised them untold 
wealth, and certainly he could not 
produce it from behind bars. And 
even if he returned to the fold he 
might very well be a changed per- 
sonality —his fabulous $5,000,000,000 
fortune on the constellation Orion 
lost to him, and them, forever. 

Jeffers first came to public notice 
in 1935. Frésh from preaching in 
Texas and Arkansas, he burst upon 
the Los Angeles scene with a church 
he called Kingdom Temple. He was 
rabidly anti-Jewish and anti-Catholic. 

He had gathered a numerous 
flock about him by 1939, when he and 
his second wife, Zella Joy Jeffers, 
were arrested on a morals charge. 

More than 200 of his followers 
wept, laughed, prayed and waved 
their Bibles after a not guilty verdict. 

Then Zella sued for divorce, which 
was granted her in August, 1943. 
She told the court Jeffers considered 
himself “the messiah.” 

Jeffers went to Florida, where he 
announced plans to “establish a new 
Jerusalem.”' In 1945 he was sen- 
tenced to four years in the Atlanta 
penitentiary for stealing his ex-wife’s 
auto. He served 17 months. 

Back in Los Angeles, he adopted 
a third personality, the “Son of Yah- 
weh, Ruler of the Universe.” 
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Awaiting his arrival on the con- 


- stellation Orion, he assured his new 


flock, was $5,000,000,000 as reward 
for his seryices on earth and received 
enough donations to acquire the 32- 
room Laurel Canyon mansion. 

Then he bought an 823-acre ranch 
near Palm Springs. He named it 
Yahweh Springs and planned build- 
ings to protect his followers from an 
atom bomb assault. 

Neighbors reported Jeffers and 
his flock paraded the grounds at 
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“Weh’ coming back to me. We know 
everything President Truman does 
because Huey Long covers the White 
House for us.” 

With Jeffers in jail again, nine of 
his flock decided to bring civil ac- 
tion to recover more than $55,000 al- 
legedly due them for the failure of 
Yahweh to reimburse them for dona- 
tions to the cult. 

Another cult which survives the 
years despite earthly obstacles is the 
“Great I Am” movement, founded by

night shouting for Yahweh to “rain 


down $500,000 upon them,” and had 
him arrested for disturbing the peace. 

Zella brought him into court for 
failure to pay alimony and he ap- 
peared before the judge with his 
present wife, Helene Viborg Jeffers, 
and $1.53. He said this was all the 
money he had. 

As for the station wagon in use 
at Yahweh Springs and his own per- 
sonal 1947 car, he said: “Yahweh has 
all the automobiles in the world. He 
can use them any time he wants. 

“We have been in communication 
with Yahweh for years. In the back 
of my head is a two-way radio set I 
use to talk to him. It’s twoway, you 
see, ‘Yah’ going out to Orion 


Guy W. Ballard in 1930 after a con- 
ference with an ethereal “St. Ger- 
main” on the slopes of Mount Shasta. 
I Am followers recently bought a 
palatial estate in Denver. 

Ballard collected an estimated 
half-million converts and enough 
wealth to live like a king before his 
death in 1939. His wife, Edna, also 
known as “Joan of Arc,” and his son, 
Donald, alias “Lafayette,” carried on 
with St. Germain’s 71 “decrees,” 
which include the condemnation ef 
hate, jealousy, irritation, tobacco, and 
the use of onions. 

But they didn’t have Ballard’s 
power—a mysterious force he called 
“K-17"—which had helped him, he 


and omce declared, destroy a fleet of 


ILLIONS in the SKY 


enemy submarines bent on attacking 
the United States. Also, Donald 
shocked his’ congregation with a 
charge that’ his wife had breached 
St. Germain’s main decree, that all I 
Am membeérs remain chaste. 

He countered his wife’s divorce 
suit with the statement he had sur- 
prised her with a sweetheart. 

Then 24 members of the cult, in- 
cluding the late Bailard, were charged 
with using the mails to defraud. The 
indictment was thrown out by the 
U. S. Supreme Court and Mrs. Ballard 
and her son continued with their 
“mission of immortality.” 

Arthur L. Bell of Sacramento, 
Calif., wasn’t so lucky. In 1934 he 
named himself the messiah of a 
movement called Mankind United, 
which was formed, he said, in 1875 
by mameless individuals designated 
as “The Sponsors,” who could trans- 
port themselves instantly to any 
spot they wished. 

The Sponsors, Bell said, had ma- 
chines which could pop eyes out at 
100 miles. They had mystic power 
which could stop airplanes in flight 
and melt steel at 30 miles. 

They hobnobbed with a race of 
little metal-headed men who inhabited 
the bowels of the earth and arranged 
earthquakes and floods. 

In seven years Mankind United 
acquired more than $3,000,000 from 
devout followers. Shortly after Pear] 
Harbor, Bell and 16 of his aides were 
accused of conspiring to violate war 
time sedition laws. e and 11 co 
defendants were found guilty. The 
sentence was to five years in prison. 
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noriioeod,’ one woman saia. “mr. Creighton, on 
the other hand, isn’t at all like that.”

days later, apparently fully recovered, she re- 
turned home, where she said she had no appetite 
for anything but orange juice and eggnogs. 

On the 26th, having had her usual eggnog, she 
was violently il all night. 

At 6 the following morning, she lapsed into 
a coma, and at 8 she was dead. 

The attending doctor ascribed her death to 
coronary occlusion. 

Enter now upon the stage of this drama one 
John Schlembach, a 33-year-old bakery driver. 

Schlembach, who had a wife and child, had 
taken the entrance examination for a job as a 
police officer on the New York force, and had 
passed with honors. His arhbition was to become 
a detective, but he had passed the age limit before 
there was a vacancy, so he’d continued his work 
as a bakery driver and salesman. 


THAT late summer of 1935, he had been trying 
for weeks to collect a long-overdue $18 account 
from Mary Creighton. Rather than pay this 
amount, which Schlembach had to make good out 
of his own pocket, she had gone to his employer, 
accusing him of making insulting advances, and 
almost got him fired. 

Schlembach had told his troubles to neighbors, 
and had been amazed to learn that, according to 
local rumor, this was the same Mary Creighton 
who had been tried twice for murder in New 
Jersey 12 years before. Moreover, gossip had it 
that some queer things had been happenifig in and 
about the Creighton-Applegate menage. 

He learned, too, that a Mrs. Rehm, a former 
}ext-door neighbor, had in her possession photo- 
static copies of newspaper reports telling about 
the New Jersey case. 

His detective instinct aroused, Schlembach 
traced this ex-neighbor. He found that Mrs. 
Hermirnle Rehm had moved with her husband, 
Joseph, to Long Island City. He visited them and 
heard Mrs. Rehm’s story. 

She said she had gotten on Mrs. Creighton’s 
black list when she suspected her neighbor after 
losing $136 in cash, a $75 ring, and a $50 watch. 
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stolen those Mrs. Rehm related. “Mrs. 
Creighton then sued me for a small sum of money. 
She won a judgment for the sum, plus costs, then 
attached personal property of Again she 


collected.” 
The two women had then made up. 
Next Mrs. Creighton had offered Mrs. Rehm 
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Applegate grudgingly agreed to an autopsy. 

Meanwhile, the authorities were told by neigh- 
bors that Applegate at one time had taken Mrs. 
Creighton’s 15-year-old daughter, Ruth, and his 
own 12-year-old daughter on his investigating 
trips. Some time during the spring, however, he 
had begun alternating, taking Agnes one day and 
Ruth another. 

Mrs. Applegate, said the neighbors, had disap- 
proved of her husband’s interest in Ruth, and had 
threatened to make trouble. 

The autopsy finding by Dr. Alexander O. 
Gettler, famed New York, toxicologist, showed: 

_ Arsenic to the amount of 9.7 grains, enough 
to kill three humans. 

(Meanwhile, John Schlembach collected all but 
$3 of the $18 coming to him.) 

Both Applegate and Mrs. 
placed under arrest. 

John Creighton, now a surveyor, was held as 
a material witness, and tile children of both 
families were put in the care of the Children’s 
Shelter at Mineola. 

Mary Creighton began to talk at 4:20 a. m., 
Oct. 8. Once she started, it was virtually impos- 
sible to stop her. 

She admitted killing her mother-in-law in 
December, 1920. 

She admitted killing her brother “because he 
was crippled.” 

She admitted poisoning Mrs. Applegate because 
she knew too much and “in the way.” 

She said Applegate had known of her past and, 
because of this knowledge, had kept her under 
his domination and had his way with her.

| ATE in August, she continued, Mrs. Applegate 
had learned the truth and “talked too much 
with her mouth.” She said, “I realized that she 
would have to be silenced.” 

She said she bought a box of rat poison on 
Sept. 11 or 12. She had paid 23 cents for it in 
a cut-rate store on the Merrick Rd. after another 
druggist had asked 35 cents. 

She said that, with Applegate’s approval and 
assistance, she began feeding it to Mrs. Applegate 
in coffee, tea and milk. 

The final fatal dose, she said, had been mixed 
nob hp seater Pig a “I sat on the edge of the 
bed,” she said, “and watched her die.” 

At her trial (along with Applegate) the fol- 
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@. You knew she had drunk milk with arsenic 
in it? A. I -was told it was arsenic. I didn’t 
know. 

Q. And still you were giad to give it to her? 
A. 1 gave it to her, yes. 

Charles R. Weeks, attorney for Applegate, 
cross-examined Mrs. Creighton as follows: 

Q. You said Mr. Applegate told you to buy the 
rat poison? A. Yes. He gave me 20 cents and I 
put in three pennies. 

@. You remember saying in the statement that 
Applegate didn’t know you bought the rat poison? 
A. Yes, I said that, but it wasn’t true. 

Q. Do you remember being asked, “By what 
means did you intend giving Mrs. Applegate t 
poison,” and answering, “Through her food ? 
A. I can’t recall saying that. 

Did you use those words? A. I won’t say 
I did and I won’t say I didn’t. 
DIDN’T they ask you if you knew you were 

* confessing a major cfime? A. I believe 
they did, but I was’so worked up— 

Q. Yes, you told us that before. But the doctor 
examined you before you signed? A. Yes. 

Q. Do you remember saying you put rat poison 
in her coffee? A. I don’t remember saying it, 
but if it’s there, I might have said it. 

Q. Do you remember saying you: put another 
dose in coffee pudding? A. I don’t recall saying 
it. I recall reading it. 

Q@. Under oath you said it was true? A, Yes. 

Q. And now under oath you are Saying it is 
not true? A. Yes. 

Q@. Then one time or another you are lying 
under oath? A. Well, I—no. 

Q. You remember admitting that you decided 
to do away with Mrs. Applegate? A. That’s not 
true. 

The jury did not believe a word she said in her 
own behalf, and it lost no time in convicting both 
defendants. 

The final scene was enacted in Sing Sing 
prison on a night in July. 

Applegate said: 

“Before dying, gentlemen, I want to say that 
I am absolutely innocent.. 

Mary Creighton, pushed into the execution 
chamber in a wheelchair, died with her eyes shut, 
and speechless.

Prosecutor John O. Bigelow of 
Essex County, N. J., read this appeal 
in an anonymous letter he received at his oflice 
in Newark on April 24, 1923. 

“rcymond Avery is ill at his sister’s home on 
North Seventh St., Newark,” the letter stated. 
“Dr. Boyle is the doctor. He says the boy has a 
bilious attack, but he has already been attending 
one week for same. His limbs are beginning to 
stiffen.” 

Bigelow had a detective check the matter. / 

The officer ascertained that 18-year-old Ray 
Avery was no longer ill; he was dead. He hag 
breathed his last four days previously, and the 
cause of death had been recorded as inflammation 
of the stomach. 

Young Avery, then living with his sister, Mary 
Creighton, and her husband, John, had taken sick 
on April 2, but it had not seemed serious: to the 
family physician, Dr. Thomas Boyle. Eight days 
later, however, he was much worse. 

“I prescribed what I considered the correct 
treatment,” the doctor told Bigelow, “and by the 
afternoon of the 20th the boy seemed entirely re 
covered. Then, later that same day, I was sent 
for, and to my amazement I found him in a dying 
condition!” 

He said that Ray’s 24-year-old sister stood by 
the bedside, murmuring, “Poor Ray. I think he 
must have had an unhappy love affair. He must 
have taken something.” 

Death ended the patient’s agony at midnight. 

Dr. Boyle, much puzzled, had consulted County 
Physician George Warren, and between them they 
had decidéd that death must have been caused by 
some sort of inflammation. 

Investigation turned up these details: 

Mery Avery, an extremely attractive brunette, 
with soft, appealing features, had been informally 


adopted by Mr. and Mrs. John Creighton, Sr., after 
her own parents died, and she had married the 
son of the family, a clerk. She and John, Jr., were 
the parents of a three-year-old daughter, Ruth, and 
another child was expected in a few weeks. 
Mr. and Mrs. John Creighton, Sr., had both died 
under what could be considered mysterious cir- 
cumstances, Mrs. Creighton in December, 1920, 
Creighton the following September. Dr. Boyle had 


the Police . 
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ascribed each death to cerebral hemorrhage in- 
duced by ptomaine poisoning.- 

Their daughter-in-law had nursed them. 

A neighbor, Who also lived on North Seventh 
St., reported she had remonstrated with Mrs. 
Creighton because Ray had been allowed to get 
up and move about. 

“She all but snapped my head off,” the neigh- 
bor said, “go I did not attempt to entér the house 
again, nor speak to Mrs. Creighton. But one 
afternoon I did manage to have a few words with 
Ray through a window.” 

She said he had complained that he was being 
fed very unpleasapt-tasting chocolate pudding. 


ANOTHER neighbor said that Ray had once 
quit -his sister’s home and started to walk the 
20 miles to his grandmother’s home in Rahway, 
where his sisters Helen and Hilda lived. The 


.€veightons had followed him in their car and 


brought him back. 

Other informants declared that two dogs had 
died, possibly of poison, in the Creighton house- 
hold. A terrier, subject to fits, had been “put to 
sleep,” and a bulldog had been found dead in the 
cellar shortly before the death of Mrs. Creighton, 
Sr. This dog had previously been in good health, 

Prosecutor Bigelow and his men wondered 
how much weight to attach to all of this. Ob 
viously the neighbors did not like Mary Creighton. 
They said she was vain and boastful, put on airs, 
and was always talking about her money and her 
manner of living.

Irving Wheeler, a writer, married her while she 
was in high school and her mother promptly had 
the marriage annulled.

That was the inauspicious beginning of a 
successful slapstick comedy act, which even- 
tually included Mark Plant, another former 
prizefighter who turned musical comedy star. 

Canzoneri has been making around $50,000 a 
year but, because he was such an easy mark for 
“sharps,” Joey gave him only $50 a week, the 
remainder going into trust funds for Tony’s wife, 
Rita, and daughter, Denise. 

Getting started, however, wasn’t easy. They 
put together an act which usually placed Tony on 
the butt end of most of the jokes and the receiv- 
ing end of the face-slapping routines which 
proved so hilarious to the paying customers. 

One night in Chicago, however, the slapping 
act didn’t go over. The boys in the fight crowd

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—and some of the tougher crowds—jammed a 
nightclub to see “our boy Tony.” 

Everything went great, the house came 
down when Tony._.appeared. But when Joey 
slapped Tony across the cheek for mispronounc- 
ing a word, you could hear a pin drop.

The boys 
just didn’t like the idea of the champ being 
slapped around by a comedian. 

Some of them had taken on a little too much 
whiskey and Tony whispered to Joey: 

“Stay close to me after the show. One of 
these muggs is likely to slap you around for 
hitting me. They just don’t understand, so I 
think we had better turn it around. [I'll slap 
you when we zo on again.”” He did and almost 
kayoed Joey with an open palm to the jaw. 

The act went cver big despite the objections 
to Tony being cuffed around. Within a couple 
of years the team of Adams and Canzoneri was 
commanding top money at important nightclubs. 

Tony’s trust funds mounted by the week 
and the $50 he was allotted just about kept him 
in cigars, his only luxury, because he didn’t 
drink, and was too busy playing two shows a 
night, seven days a week, to visit other night 
clubs. And with Joey and Rita keeping an eye 
on his money, he no longer was an easy mark 
for the “sharps” who fleeced him out of most 
of the millions he earned in the ring.

of Carole’s affections. He lost the suit, Carole 
got her divorce, and the movie capital took an- 
other look at this beautiful girl whose love was 
valued at a quarter of a million dollars. 

She was cast as a cavewoman in “One Million 
B. C.,”" and men im the audiences whistled and 
stomped at the perfection of face and figure. 
She moved from picture to picture, from con- 
tract to contract, until she was earning $2,000 
a week. Happy in her career, Carole tried again 
for happiness in marriage—and failed again. 

Her second husband was handsome Willis 
Hunt, Jr., yachtsman. Their marriage lasted a 
brief two months, in 1940. The unhappy Carole 
refused to take all the blame. 

“When an actress marries, then comes a dl- 
vorce, the public always blames the girl,’ she 
said. “It might be the husband’s fault, you 
know. In this case, I was ex-wifed to death.” 

After her divorce from Hunt, Carole plunged 
back into her work. Rumor had her engaged 
to every available bachelor in Hollywood, but 
she was unmarried when World War II broke out. 

The Hollywood Victory Committee sent her 
overseas with the “Second Task Force” in 1942. 
Her fellow troupers were Kay Francis, Martha 
Raye and Mitzi Mayfair. 

The foursome danced and sang for thousands 
of Americans in training for D-Day. Carole 
sang ‘‘Deep in the’ Heart of Texas’ before a 
slightly bewildered King and Queen. About tha 
time, she fell hopelessly in love. ' 


YOUNG and handsome Thomas C. Wallace, Air 

Force captain from Texas, was the man. 
The effect of their first meeting was described 
by Carole in these words. “When L looked at 
him, everything went boom, boom, and a big 
crash! My knees turned to jelly.” 

Wallace apparently felt the same way. The 
courtship took place between her trips to various 
encampments, and Carole decided the wedding 
should be on New Year’s Day, her birthday. 

Kay Francis suggested that she wait a while. 

“Why wait?” Carole wanted to know. “Why 
wait—and take the risk of things. going sour?” 

But she had to wait, until Jan. 5, 1943. 
The delay was caused by a trip to the hospital 
for an appendectomy. The honeymoon was brief 
and the new Mrs. Wallace, en route to Africa 
with the “task force,” had time to muse: 

“The happy days are the hardest to recall. 
The sad days, the days of trouble and conflict— 
somehow you can always remember them.” 

In Africa the four young women sang and 
danced. They plunged into foxholes during bomb- 
ings and jumped out again, muddy and dishev- 
elled, to continue the performance. 

It was apparently during this interlude that 
Carole contracted the amoebic dysentery. 

Ernie Pyle reported that Carole Landis and 
her three companions “certainly deserved to get 
medals.”’ 

Then came the trip back to England, where

-Carole and Tommy had a brief, second honey- 


moon before she was ordered back to the United 
States. They told each other the separation 
would be brief; the reunion would be permanent. 

Carole Landis had that bright hope of the 
future to buoy her spirits when she returned 
to Hollywood, sick and exhausted. It was, 
possibly, the time for hospitalization, but there 
was too much for her to do. 

There was her book to turn out, “Four Jills 
in a Jeep.” It made good reading and her 
studio promptly put her to work in a picture 
by the same name. The last shot made, it was 
time for her to pack again and head for the 
Pacific with Comedian Jack Benny’s troupe. 

She sang and danced before open mouthed 
soldiers, sailors and marines who rubbed their 
eyes and, at first, refused to believe that this 
golden haired girl was actually there before them. 

After a while, the bolder of the audiences 
made demands. 

“Jitter bug, Carole!” 

She did. She whirled and stomped, exhaust- 
ing husky partners. On Guadalcanal she called 
on the last reserves of her ebbing strength to 
make 30,000 men howl with delight. 


FIN ALLY, home again and, she thought, Tommy. 

As soon as she arrived in Hollywood she 
telephoned her husband, recently commissioned 
Major Wallace. The receiver pressed against 
her ear brought her the message that meant the 
end of another dream for her. 

“I’m home, honey,” she shouted. And the 
answer, she said later, was: 

“That’s nice. It’s awfully late now. I'll 
come and see you tomorrow.” 

If there was an out and out quarrel she 
never mentioned it. Certainly there was no re- 
union. Instead came the divorce and again it 
was up to Carole to do the explaining. 

“I guess our trouble started when he tried 
to be like the man in the picture,” she sighed. 
“He isn’t like that. I liked him the way he was 
when I met him. Afterwards—we just battled.” 

The end of the war and the dissolution of 
the marriage left Carole Landis on the verge of 
a nervous breakdown. 

She worried over money although later events 
indicated she was financially stable. She worried 
over her career and there may have been some 
cause for that. Hollywoed producers decided 
her popularity had waned, but English movie 
makers liked her and paid her $35,000 a picture, 
or some $3,500 a week. 

Nevertheless, she saw ahead nothing but 
frustration, in her personal and professional 
life. When Lupe Velez ended her life with an 
overdose of sleeping pills, Carole told a friend: 
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The Collapse of Carole’s Wartime Marriage 
to Thomas Wallace Ended Her Dream of 
Happiness. 


“I know just how she felt. I’ve often thought 
of suicide. You fight just so long, and then 
what have you got to face? 

“You begin to worry about being washed up. 
You get bitter and disillusioned. You fear the 
future because there is only one path for you 

that’s down.” 

Her fifth and last marriage was. no youthful 
flare-up of emotions. In Horace Schmidlapp, 
wealthy businessman and occasional producer, 
she envisioned stability, security and a family. 

Physicians had told her she could never bear 
children and this information had increased her 
sense of frustration. But there was no reason 
why she could not adopt babies and transfer to 
them some of the affection she had lavished on 
her niece, nine-year-old Diane Ross. 

She married Schmidlapp in 1945, a few 
months after her divorce from Wallace, and 
went to Europe to star in pictures and come 
home to ‘“‘settle down.” 

But again, marital happiness was denied her. 
She returned to Hollywood to announce the 
breakup. 

“Horace was in Europe for three months 
while I was there,” she said. “‘And spent only 
three days with me, and between times I 
couldn’t even get him on the phone. When we 
were married I told him I was willing to give 
up my career, but he wouldn’t let me. He said 
he wouldn’t be happy that way.”’ 

Again, the suit for divorce. While it was 
pending and a property settlement was being 
effected, she found companionship with hand- 
some Rex Harrison, British actor. 

Harrison was married to Actress Lilli Palmer 
and apparently intended to stay married. It was 
his ex-wife, Mrs. Noel Harrison, who recently 
charged, in London, that the actor owed her 
$28,000 alimony. Harrison had brought suit to 
have the $24,000-a-year payment to her reduced. 


HE AND Carole lunched and dined together 

regularly, and then she retired to brood over 
her past, and future; to read the newspaper clip- 
pings about Lupe Velez and about her “task 
force’”’ friend, Kay Francis, who had accidentally 
taken too many sleeping pills last January and 
narrowly escaped death. 

On the night of last July 4, Carole Landis 
wrote a note to “Dearest Mommie’ and apolo- 
gized for “putting you through this.” She 
wrote another note pointing out that her cat’s 
leg should be tended by a veterinarian. 

Then she began taking the sleeping pills 
from the envelope marked: “Red—quick—two 
hours. Yellow, about five—can take two.”’ 

There was one pill left when Harrison and 
the maid found the crumpled figure in the 
bathroom the next day. 

They buried her in her favorite dress, a 
fluffy blue affair, and a veteran who went to the 
funeral and stood outside the chapel said:

HE judge paused, cleared his throat. 

7 The decision had not been easy. By the 

words he was about to speak, he could 
hrand the woman before him as a vindictive, 
selfish wife, apparently bent on the ruin of her 
former husband, a man high in American dip- 
lomatic life, William D. Pawley. 
Or, if he believed the woman, he could label 
former Ambassador Pawley as a ruthless man 
who cast off his wife, forcing her to exist on a 
pittance, while he lived in luxury. 
. Which picture was the truth? 
+ The evidence, the arguments of the lawyers, 
were completed. In the mind of Judge George 
E. Holt in Miama’'s Circuit Court were details 
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of two years of acrimonious charges and counter 
charges between this couple. 

He knew their background. Pawley, born in 
Georgia, had spent his early years in Cuba. He 
had married Annie Hahr in Marietta, Ga., in 
1919. They had four children—William D. Paw- 
ley, Jr., 28; Clifton, 22; Annie, 20, and Irene, 15. 

He had made and lost a fortune in the Flor- 
ida boom of the late '20s; next he organized 
and was president of Cuban National Airways. 
In 1932 he became president of China National 
Aviation Corporation, and built three aircraft 
plants in China—only to see them destroyed by 
Japanese bombs. 

He fled to India and organized Hindustan 
Aircraft Limited with a plant at Bangalore. 

By that time, Mrs. Pawley said, he was a 
man of great wealth—a claim which Pawley 
called “fantastic” although he did say later that 
he had a million dollars put away. 

Meanwhile he filed suit for divorce in Cuba, 
was awarded a decree in May, 1943 —and in 
June married Edna Cadenhead, his secretary. 
There was no alimony for Mrs. Pawley. 

Annie Hahr Pawley waited three years— 
waited while Pawley embarked on his diplomatic 
career. He was appointed United States Ambas- 
sador to Peru in June, 1945. In April, 1946, he 
became Ambassador to Brazil. 

Then, in September, 1946, Mrs. Pawley began 
to fight back. 

Claiming the Cuban divorce was illegal, she 
filed suit in Miami for separate maintenance 
and $5,000 a month. 

In her suit, she spoke of his many business 
interests, and said that his income was a mil- 
lion dollars a year. ““‘He maintains,” she charged, 
“luxury suites in New York and Washington ho- 
tels; a large country estate in Virginia, and 
three large residences in Miami.’. She spoke of 
a $100,000 plane, and a yacht as well. 

True, she said, he had allowed her a 30-room, 
$150,000 home in Miami Beach. But he gave her, 
she said; only a pittance to keep it up, and she 
charged that “she is reduced to doing her own 
cooking and her own housework at a time when 
she is not well physically.” 

In his answer, Pawley pictured himself as a 
lonely husband, whose wife refused to live with 
him when business took him to the Far East, 
although “he provided a large house in a beau- 
tiful section of Shanghai.” 

They had lived apart since 1939, he said, be- 
cause of the “wilful and obstinate refusal of the 
plaintiff to make defendant’s home her home.”’ 

The charge that he had given her only a pit- 
tance after his Cuban divorce? He insisted that 
from 1942 through 1946 he gave her $141,304.70 
and a 7-passenger car. His gross income for 
1945, he said, was $59,574, on which he paid a 
tax of $29,713. 

He divorced her, he said, only because she 
wouldn't live with him. 

Two years of legal fighting followed. In 
April, 1948, Mrs. Pawley changed her.suit to a 
plea for divorce. In that same month, Pawley 
resigned his diplomatic:post, giving ill health as 
the reason. 

All of this Judge Holt had weighed. Then— 
it was June 1, 1948--he gave his decision. 

“Here,” he said, “is a man who is interna-

time, one who contributed much to the success- 
ful and victorious conclusion of World War II, 

“Yet he is subjected to one of the most humili- 
ating experiences one in great public office can 
endure—-a vindictive wife—who deserted him not 
once but several times, who refused to make a 
home for him in the far places of the earth 
where he necessarily had to be... 

“She now holds him up to scorn, relentlessly 
poisoning the minds of his superiors and associ- 
ates, not from any desire to help him or their 
children, but with the purpose of ruining him, 
for no reason at all except to satisfy her own 
impossible desires.

Her 
attorneys filed a petition for a rehearing. 

But that effort to remove the brand of “vin- 
dictive wife’ failed when Judge Holt denied the 
petition.

Cotton Picker Saves 


$8,820 Labor Costs

METTER—A big red machine lumbers down the rows of 
fluffy cotton on the broad acres of Dorsey B. Dasher’s farm, 
doing the work of 100 field hands. 


It is a symbol of the machine 
age in agriculture. 

It is a saver of time, money and 
back-breaking toil. 

It is the dream come true of 
many a cotton planter and many 
a weary picker in the fields; the 
answer to labor shortages, and the 
prophecy of a return to large-scale 
cotton production in Georgia. 

The big red machine, one of 15 
now rumbling over Georgia fields, 
is a mechanical cotton-picker. Per- 
fected in 1941 by the International 
Harvester Company, it is now in 
mass production at Memphis, 
Tenn., and in practical use from 
the Southeast to the Mississippi 
Delta, Texas and the Imperial Val- 
ley of California. 

Impractical as yet for use in 
hilly country, or on small farms, 
it bids fair to revolutionize the 
cotton-growing industry on the 
large farms and plantations of the 
plains. 

Take the case of Dorsey Dasher, 
who is one of the largest cotton 
growers in Southeast Georgia. He 
has a 1,600-acre farm in Candler 
and Emanuel] Counties, with 800 
acres under cultivation, 300 of 
them in cotton. 

Last Spring, for approximately 
$7,500, he bought his mechanical 
cotton picker, which includes a 
tractor that can be used for other 
purposes at other times of the 
year. Already, in its first season 
of operation, Dasher estimates “e 
has saved enough on labor costs 
to pay for the machine. 

“Last year,” Dasher said, “it 
cost me $3 per hundred pounds to 
get my cotton picked by hand. Fig- 
uring 1,500 pounds of seed cotton 
to the bale (550 pounds, lint), it 
cost me $45 a bale to get it picked. 
This year it is costing me only 90 
cents a bale, for operating costs 
and fuel, to get my cotton picked.” 

Dasher figures he will make 200 
bales off his 300 acres this year. 
Simple mathematics reveal his 
Savings. Forty-five dollars multi- 
plied by 200 amounts to $9,000. 
Ninety cents multiplied by 200 is 
$180. Dasher is saving $8,820 in 
labor costs, or more than enough 
to pay for his machine. 

He estimates that last year his 
field hands averaged picking only 
150 pounds of cotton a day. Thus, 
it took four people a whole day to 
pick one bale. The mechanical 
picker, operated by only one man, 
harvests about a bale an hour, he 
said, or, operating 10 hours a day,

Fulton County Students 
Learn About Family Life

High school boys and girls of today are realists. 


They 


not only want a sound academic education, but they want 
to learn how to apply that knowledge in satisfactory fam- 


ily life. 

Proof of this is the fact that 
“Human Relations” is today one 
of the most popular elective sub- 

ects now open to seniors of the 
ulton County High School Sys- 
term. 

A part of the Home Econom- 
ies course open to girls of the 
county schools for the past 20 
years, Human Relations is now 
in its second year of experimen- 
tation as a course for mixed 
classes. Beginning next year the 
subject will be required of all 
boys and girls graduating from 
Fulton County High Schools. 

Aimed at making the course 
appjicable from senior high 
school on through marriage and 
parenthood, problems discussed 
range all the way from boy-girl 
relationships to the rearing of 
children. On the practical side, 
material needs of the ideal home 
and sound business practices in 
running a home are discussed. 

Standards are set up to guide 
students in present friendships, 
open discussions are held on the 
wisdom of morality, and person- 
ality traits which make for sta- 
bility of family life are scruti- 
nized. 

Students enter into frank dis- 
eussions of a wholesome rela- 
tionship with the other sex, care 
of the expectant mother, and 
eauses of divorce. They talk 
about the importance of chil- 
dren in the family picture, he 
redity and environment influ- 
ences, and the value ef habit for- 
mation in children. They also 
consider causes and cures for ju- 
venile delinquency. 

Boys and girls alike are inter- 
ested in planning a budget for 
two people, based on the aver- 
age income of young men of the 
community, studying the cost of 
having a child and the expedi- 
ency of hospital insurance; 
learning how to prepare a milk

formula for a baby; and know- 
ing the nutritional requirements 
of an older child. 

“Students learn in this course 
that successful marriage grows 
out of maturity — physically, 
mentally and emotionally — of 
both parties,” said Miss Mary L. 
Brooks, Director of Health and 
Home Economics for Fulton 
County High Schools. “They 
have demanded the course be- 
cause they realize that gatisfac- 
tory family life will be neces- 
sary to their success in what- 
ever career they choose. 

“Some of our most practical 
text-book material is contained 
in pamphlets issued by the State 
Health Department and nation- 
ally recognized Family Rela- 
tions bureaus,” she pointed out. 
“We also call upon ministers, 
doctors and public nurses to 
discuss certain subjects before 
our classes. And every boy or 
girl is privileged to talk pri- 
vately with a teacher on ques- 
tions he prefers not to bring up 
for open discussion. 

“Youngsters. today have a 
wholesome, straightforward ap- 
proach to the problems of life. 
They will be better citizens for 
having studied the course, I 
am sure.”

Dining and Living Room Combinations Save Space

“What in the world,” 
you're likely to be asked 
any day now, “has hap- 
pened to the dining room?” 

Nothing, of course, has 
“happened” to it. It has just 
moved in with the living 


room. That’s all. 

And we wouldn't be the least 
bit surprised to learn that they 
will live happily and cozily to- 


gether ever after. 
Actually, when you look at it 


ebjectively, it’s a most ‘Téason- 
able state of affairs, considering, 
first, the still acute housing 


shortage, and, second, the fact 
that the dining room is the most 


seldom used room in the house 
—or, rather, in most houses. 


It hes just done what so many 
families have been forced to do, 
double-up. 

In some cases it has been a 


eomplete merger, with no line 
of delineation at all drawn be- 
tween the two rooms. If you 
approve of this method, here’s 
the way it’s done. 


The dining table, a dropleaf 
by all nfeans, can serve, when 
not fulfilling its original pur- 
pose, as a desk or an occasional 
table or in any other capacity 
in which a table of it’s size, 
might be needed.

Neighbors Enjoy Cefalu Garden

There are perhaps no two people in Atlanta who enjoy gardening more than do Mr. 
end Mrs. S. V. Cefalu, whose 100x200 lot at the corner of Noble Dr. and Meadowdale is 


a year-round source of en- 
joyment to dozens of John- 
son Estates neighbors who 
can see that beauty spot 
from their own windows. 


Three years ago, Mr. Cefalu 
was ordered by his doctor to 


the strain of business. He was 
60 years old and had never 
grown a petunia. But he had al- 
ways wanted to try his hand at 
the green thumb art. And so had 
Mrs. Cefalu, who up to this time 
had never found time for much 
garcening. 

“We'll do it.” they agreed, and 
went right out and scouted the 
town for shrubs and plants 
which had always been their fa- 
vorites. It has taken three years 
to settle down to the specialties 
they preferred and make a good 
showing of such plants. But, in 
the meantime, Mr. Cefalu has 
regained his health and has put 
on 30 po'-nds. Mrs. Cefalu is the 
prot est gardener we've seen in 
a long time. Every shrub and 
flower on that lot is like her 
own child. 

They have more than 200 aza- 
leas — the healthiest looking 
plants this side of Charleston, 
and dozens of gardenias, grow- 
ing equally prolific in sun and 
shade. There are beds of peonies, 
hydrangeas, iris, hardy phlox, 
roses, azaleamums, chrysanthe- 
mums, candytuft, verbena, ager- 
atum, feverfew and what-have- 
you. Right now their garden is 
a blaze of color with hundreds 
of cerise-colored prince feathers 
which have attracted visitors 
from all over the City. Lots of 
people do not know the flower, 
ask them how it is grown, and 
beg thc... for seed. 

Every Spring the Cefalus fea- 
ture, along with their azaleas 
and flowering shrubs, what they 
call their “patriotic border” all 
across the front of the house. It 
is composed of deep rose azZa- 
leas, blue phlox and white can- 
dytuft. They also feature tulips 
and hyacinths in the Spring. 

Last Easter morning the neigh- 
bors sent them a telegram, tell- 
ing them how much pleasure all 
the folks out Johnson Estates 
way enjoyed the Cefalu garden. 

“It’s the most satisfying hob- 
by in the world,” said Mr. Cefa- 
lu. “If you have any worries or 
ailments, just get out in the gar- 
den and forget them.”

Fire Girls would co-operate in 
cleaning off vacant lots right 
now, while ragweed is still in 
bloom, a big start would be 
made toward ridding Atlanta 
completely of this unwanted 
plant,” she pointed out. “It is 
my hope that a gener4! cam 
paign can be begun, with the 
City Parks Department leading 
the way. In a few years we could 
look forward to Indian Summer 
with pleasure, instead of dread. 

“In Hawaii, Seattle, and Port-

British Bride ‘Dazzled’ by Food

After seven “wonderful” months 
in Atlanta, a honey-blonde, brown- 
eyed British war bride yesterday 
confessed she was “still dazzled by 
so much food—-and dizzy at the 
sight of so many gadgets.” 


Mrs. Eileen Kerr, lately of short- 
age-plagued London and now of 
812 N. Main St., East Point, pro- 
nounced the American housewife’s 
life “unbelievably easy.” 


“TI still can’t; get accustomed to 
it,” she said. “When I came here, 
I hadn’t had any fresh fruit or ice 
cream in eight years. Your stores 
are so full of food that I just like 
to walk around in them and look. 
So much of the food is already 
prepared.” 

Mrs. Kerr, comely wife of Capt. 
Rex R. Kerr, Army Public Rela- 
tions Officer here, declared that 
the American housewife “hardly 
has to work—unless she wants to.” 
She cited the labyrinth of kitchen 
gadgets designed to eliminate cul- 

chores. 


“I had never seen an automatic 
toaster before,” she laughed, ad- 
mitting she still gets a little thrill 
every time the smoothly browned 
bread pops up. 

Mrs. Kerr looks back on the war 
es a harrowing experience, since 
she personally felt the full force 
of one German raid. 

“Our house was destroyed,” she 
related, “and my mother and I 
were buried for three and a half 
hours in the debris.” 

She said the land mine dropped 
next door by a German plane in 
1941 demolished 14 houses in the 
area. Although her mother lost 
her sight in one eye and suffered 
other injuries, Mrs. Kerr, some- 
what protected by a big uphol- 
stered settee, received no perma- 
nent injuries. But she conceded 
she was “awfully glad to see the 
wardens” when they reached her 
after more than three hours of 


Mrs. Kerr met her husband, a 
native of Sarasota, Fla., at a tea 
dance in London, where he was 
stationed three and a half years. 
He later was transferred to Vi- 
enna, Austria, where she was mar- 
ried to him. 

Although she likes the food, the 
gadgets and the “friendly” people 
in Georgia, she misses the “green 
English countryside” and the pubs 
—‘“you know, places where you 
can have a glass of beer, play darts 
and pass the evening.” 

Mrs. Kerr likes to cook English 
dishes—such as steak and kidney 
pudding. And she serves tea every 
day, several times. But for Ameri- 
can tea made with tea bags, she 
has nothing but scorn, remarking 
bluntly: 

“It’s terrible!”

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The Constitutional Amendment Debacle 


We are not surprised at the Attorney 
General’s ruling that publication of the 
complete text of 17 proposed constitu- 
tional amendments for nine consecutive 
weeks in more than 120 newspapers is 
illegal. 


Eugene Cook is a capable as well as 
@ courageous public servant and the law 
seems quite clear. 


We do regret exceedingly that the 
Governor’s Office took it upon itself to 
arder publication of the amendments in 
so great a number of newspapers with- 
out officially requesting a ruling on the 
legality of the action. And we do hope 


that now that it has been held legally un- 
authorized—as well as completely ill-ad- 
vised-—the Governor’s Office will imme- 
diately designate the relatively small 
number of papers which are to continue 
carrying the amendments so that the re- 
mainder ‘will not be put to the additional 
expense of publishing them for the next 
six weeks. 

Moreover, we trust the Legislature 
will be able to find a way to re-imburse 
the papers for the three weeks publica- 
tion to date. They have run the ads in 
good faith and the cost, at least until this 
time, is a moral if not a legal obligation 
of the State. 


The Lesson of the Rivers Fire 


The need for integration of City and 
County services was never more clearly 
demonstrated than by -the tragic fire 
which destroyed Rivers School Friday 
afternoon. 

The City Fire Department responded 
immediately once it was called. But by 
the time it arrived, the blaze was out of 
control. The County’s three trucks proved 
woefully inadequate, just as they would 
should any of the many large apartment 
houses located outside the City limits 
catch on fire. Moreover, those who 
watched the building ‘urn say there was 
no comparison in the speed and efficiency 
with which the two departments operated. 

This, of course, is understandable. It 
stands to reason the City Department, 


with many times as many men and 
trucks, would be considerably superior 
to the County, which operates with a 
minimum of personnel and equipment. 

The City has offered to co-operate in 
any way possible in providing education 
to the 821 students of Rivers. But again, 
it would be much better were the two 
school systems integrated. 

We can only count ourselves lucky 
that Rivers School did not burn an hour 
earlier, when it would have been filled 
with children, and that to date we have 
escaped any considerable loss of life such 
as would be inevitable in a fire of wide- 
spread proportions outside the City limits. 

And we must get together now on a 
plan of annexation, consolidation or some 
such before our luck runs out. 


Night-Riding Nincompoops at It Again 


Once agaim the morons who comprise 
the Ku Klux Klan have held Georgia up 
to nation-wide hotoriety and ridicule. 

Their stupidity in objecting to a meet- 
ing of the heads of the State Colleges at 
Milledgeville—where those connected 
with Negro schools were housed and fed 
at Negro homes out in town, many blocks 
removed from GSCW, where the white 


educators stayed—is beyond understand- 
ing, particularly since similar meetings 
have been held annually since 1933. 

This latest action of the bed-shéeted 
bigots only serves to re-emphasize the 
need for expanding our educational ef- 
forts in the hope that, in time, such fes- 
tering minds can be opened to something 
other than hate and intolerance. 


What Other Southern States Are Doing 


To those Georgians who persist 
in thinking of Mississippi as more back- 
ward than our own State, we respectfully 
call attention to the following news item 
from The New York Times: 

“Gov. Fielding Wright, of Mississippi, 
was host yesterday, along with the Mis- 
sissippi Agricultural and Industrial Board, 
to seventy-five business men and indus- 
trialists at a private luncheon at the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria Hotel. The Governor and 
his party are here for a five-day visit and 
will leave for Chicago tomorrow. 

“The Iuncheon was part of the pro- 
gram the group is carrying out here, get- 
ting in touch with industrialists with 


branches in Mississippi and those who 
are contemplating branches in that 
wtate....” 

We do not know if similar elaborate 
promotions undertaken by  Loulsiana, 
Florida and Tennessee, and on a smaller 
scale by Alabama and South Carolina, are 
paying off. 

We do know that there are many 
things Georgia could and should be doing 
to attract favorable notice and more in. 
dustries to our State. 

We hope the next legislature will pro- 
vide a means by which we can more 
adequately compete for industries seek- 
ing Southern locations.

Committeewoman, and Mrs. Rebecca Rainey, of Dawson, have served as solons before.

new members are several World War II veterans, making their debuts in politics. 


Two counties—Atkinson and Ware—have run- 
off primaries to settle on their legislators. The 
three Republican counties in Northeast Georgia 
—Fannin, Pickens and Towns—will name their 
Representatives in the November general elec- 
tion. There are two Senate contests involving 
Henry Eve in the Eighteenth District and Fain 
Dykes in the Twelfth District. 

Some picturesque figures will come to the 
House in January. C. O. (Fat) Baker, tremen- 
dous-sized perennial University of Georgia stu- 
dent from 1929 through the 1930s who made

Clarke County (Athens) in the House. He is a 
lawyer in the Classic City. 

Alex Boone, bewigged firebrand editor of the 
Wilkinson County News who every Friday ad- 
vocates tarring and feathering “scalawags,” will 
represent Wilkinson County. It is his first po- 
litical venture, but one son, Alex, Jr., has served 
in the Senate, and another, Joe, is House clerk. 
Missing next year will be the familiar long-flow- 
ing black tie of Jack Williams, silver-haired Way- 
cross editor. Williams, a veteran legislator, was 
defeated for the Senate. 

There is a father-son team coming, with Wal- 
fer Williams, Sr., representing Jones Coynty 
again in the House, and Walter, Jr., coming to 
the Senate from Milledgeville. The Pittman 
brothers are back again—Claude Pittman being 
in the Senate from Cartersville and Dr. C. S.

E. R. (Slick) Moulton, immediate 
past President of the Georgia Education Asso- 
eiation, will represent Floyd County.

® And I began recalling the ancient fashions in beards and the 
thought came that some of those fashions, at least, probably started 
when some shaver of the long ago had a hard time, one morning, 
in getting some particular spot properly smooth. So, why not let 


the beard grow on that spot, anyway? 

Remember the goatee, for instance. That little 
The Goatee dab of whisker directly below the center of the 
lower lip, midway between lip and chin. With flowing mustaches 
above, it was supposed to be the particular hirsute identification 
of the Southern Colonel, of revered memory. 


Well, I wondered if the goatee fashion didn’t begin when some 
leader of masculine fashions of the long ago had trouble getting 
that spot of the central chin area smooth and decided to let the 
whiskers there grow, anyway? 

I always have to go over that area two or three times, myself. 

Another troublesome area is all around just below the ridge 
of the jaw bone, almost from ear to ear.

Two Zeros Make a Big Difference 


WASHINGTON—Our Department of State, it is cbvious, does not believe in newfangled inven- 


tions like the radio telegraph machine. 


So it is that our old-fashioned diplomats dispatched a mes- 


sage in April from Lebanon, Syria. It didn’t get here until August. 


And that’s why the Government still hasn’t 
done anything about the 600 sacks of flour des- 
tined for Liberia, but which somehow turned into 
60,000 sacks when they got to the Arabs 6,000 
miles away. 

How flour under export license could multi- 
ply 10 fold before it got to the wrong -custom- 
ers was the embarrassing and double-pronged 
question propounded by Sen. Homer Ferguson, 
of Michigan, to the Office of International Trade. 
What had the Government done about it? 

For one thing, said OIT Investigator Allen 
Moorfield, he still was investigating with the 
co-operation of the State Department. 

Yes, but the flour had left New Orleans last 
January, insisted Sen. Ferguson. How long did 
these investigations take? 

The lanky Moorfield was dead serious. He 
said the U. S. Embassy in Lebanon had inves- 
tigated as per request at its end, and filed its 
answer by radiogram in April. This communi- 
cation (presumably rowed across the Atlantic by 
a diplomat in striped pants) was five months 
en route to the Commerce Department. 

L. N. White & Co., New York exporters, ap- 
plied for a license to ship some flour to the 
hungry natives of Liberia, on the coast of Af- 
rica. That seemed fair enough and the experts 
decided to give ’em 600 sacks.

She somhow added a couple extra zeros and 
there was White & Co. with a license to 
send to Africa 60,000 sacks. 


By the time Moorfield and fellow cops had 
discovered this error, White & Co. had bought 
55,000 sacks of flour, assembled ’em in New 
Orleans and chartered a ship to send same across 
the seas. 

The boat of flour crossed the Atlantic, all 
right, but instead of heading down the coast of 
Africa, it plowed through the Mediterranean and 
docked at Lebanon, where a Syrian cartel bought 
the cargo, sold some locally and shipped the rest 
to the Arabs, who were getting ready at the 
time to battle the Jews in the Holy Land. 


“So you tried to save this man, White, a 
loss and you allowed him to perpetrate a 
fraud,” suggested Sen. Ferguson. 


“Oh, no, sir,” insisted Ostrow. “Not him, but 
the consignee.” 

Next investigation, I suppose, will consider 
how the State Department ever managed to ig- 
nore the invention of Mr. Marconi. The diplo- 
mats may be interested to learn that radio is 
a wondrous thing. Carries messages across the 
seas with the speed of light and could be useful, 
according to the Senators, in getting flour to the 
right mouths. 


Answers Her British Critic 


THOMASTON—Last Sunday The Constitution printed in this space an article 
by Ralph B. Gibson, an Englishman who is spending a year in the United States 
at the University of Chicago. Mr. Gibson was attacking—in admitted anger—an 
article I wrote, giving my husband’s and my own reasons for leaving England to 

Emme ~§60rreside in America. Now I in my turn am angry, exceedingly so, since the attack 
appears to the to have been unwarranted, illogical and unfair—for the following reasons: 


1. Mr. Gibson implied that no such “lu- 
dicrous” and “fantastic” statements about 
Socialized Britain have been made elsewhere 
by anyone. Now, he may have resented their 
being made by an American, but he cannot 
claim that they were unique. Either he is 
ignorant of the similar (and harsher) com- 
ments that come from his own countrymen 
at home, or he chooses to ignore them. — 

(a) In defense of the Socialist “direction of 
labor” being an “euphemism for slavery” and 
Britain bearing a resemblance to a Communist 
state, I submit the following: The Sunday after- 
noon (Sept. 12) radio program, University of 
Chicago’s Round Table of the Air, carried the 
third in a series of discussions entitled, “Is 
Socialism in Britain Succeeding?” The program 
came from London and the speakers were Brit- 
ish. When one of them was asked, “You think, 
then, that the individual’s civil rights are threat- 
ened?” he—a Briton—answered quickly, “We 
are already living in slavery.” : 

(b) I recommend further the entire article, 
“Life Under Socialism in England,” by W. H. 
Seaman (a well-known British journalist) which 
appears in the September, 1948, Readers’ Digest 
in condensed form from the original American 
Mercury article. Here are a few excerpts: 

“Has Socialism in England succeeded or 
failed? Is it the doorstep of the servile state 
which Hilaire Belloc said long ago would in- 
evitably be brought about by the State’s in- 
vasion of human rights? ‘Unless we restore the 
institution of property,’ he wrote, ‘we canhot 
escape the institution of slavery’... Today we 
have Aneurin Bevin actually forbidding us to 
build houses for ourselves even with our own 
material and our own labor... And Sir Staf- 
ford Cripps warns that unless we ‘toe the line 
that is ever drawn more tightly for us, ‘some- 
one will be called on to force us to comply as 
the only alternative to disaster.’ 

“Twenty-two years ago Hilaire Belloc, see- 
ing even then the way things were going, said, 
‘Two things are probable: (1) That compulsory 
labor will come; (2) that it will be given some 
name not remotely connected with the idea of 
slavery or compulsion.’ 

“We have them now,” says the British journ- 

“but we have been conditioned to absorb 

the shock. John A. Harrington, of Bath, aged 
28, threw up his carpentering job when work 
was slack and applied to the Labour Exchange 
for other employment. He was told to go back 
to the job he had quit or go to prison for three 
months or pay a fine of £100 ($400). He went 
back.” 

(c) I submit the words of Charles Morgan, 
British novelist, writing in the London Sunday 
Times: “The walls of the prison close in day by 
day; the area of enterprise shrinks; the ceiling 
of opportunity is lowered. The prisoners are 
charged more for the expense of the multiplying 
jailers. Food and drink diminish in quantity 
and quality month by month. Socialism, as now 
interpreted, is competition without prizes, bore- 
dom without hope} war without victory, and 
statistics without end.” 


3. Mr. Gibson’s logic fails to be convine 


ing in at least two instances: 


(a) When he construes the “power to pro- 
test” as a choice to vote for the Tory Party in 
preference to the Socialist and goes off on a 
tangent with remarks about Georgia’s “rotten- 
borough” system. I did not refer in my article 
to the British system of balloting which has 
been previously commended in. this column as 
excellent and admirable. By “power to pro- 
test” I*meant sfich cases as that of John Har- 
rington, of Bath, who went meekly back to his 
old job. 

And consider the doctors who opposed social- 
ized medicine. When Bevan called them “a body 
of politically poisoned people” they duly toed 
the line and voted for the Health Act. 

(b) The logic of Mr. Gibson’s argument in 
regard to the “depressing” atmosphere of Lon- 
don seems to me to fall down completely when 
he says that the bomb scars and ruins are not 
so depressing as the slums which formerly stood 
on those spots; therefore, London cannot pos- 
sibly have depressed this author. Well really, 
that is a bit too much. 


3. Mr. Gibson contends that life in Eng- 
land is quite pleasant and anything that 
a reasonable person could want is available. 
If that is true, then I personally have wasted 
clothing and food on people who did not 
need it and have been responsible through 
this column for scores and s:ores of parcels 
sent by kindhearted Georgians to British 
families whom I believed to be in need 
of supplementary commodities. 


‘ : 

The organization CARE has grown into a 
large business through a similar misapprehen- 
sion on the part of generous Americans. 
Loretta Young, I recall, was figuratively as- 
saulted and battered for her well-meant and 
sympathetic remarks on the food and clothing 
situation in Britain. 


Now lIet’s be fair about it: Britain either 
has a flourishing economy and needs no 
help from anyone—incliding U. S. loans 
and Marshall Aid—or, life is difficult there 
for the courageous and sorely tried inhabi- 
tants and outside help is needed. You can’t 
have it both ways. - 


Finally, one more word about England under 
Socialism. I have tried to present in my articles 
the causes for many of the Government’s re- 
strictive. measures and the hardships they .sub- 
sequently wrought. I have not said that the 
measures were not necessary for the nation’s 
recovery, or that they were not good in them- 
selves. I did say that my husband and I pre- 
ferred to live elsewhere, in a country where 
there are fewer of them and the individual has 
more freedom. That, it seems to me, is a right 
to which we are entitled. We do not pretend 
to know or to say whether this present Social- 
istic government will save Britain or will ruin 
her. That, in Dr. Johnson’s phrase, “is for the 
Judge to decide,” and for events to prove.

_ the deterioration of city machines that were mainly responsible for 


holding the big industrial States for President Roosevelt. 

Not only have the City organizations declined in effectiveness 
but there is a marked tendency among them to sell out President 
Truman in a desperate effort to hang on to Stafe and local offices.
